Messrs.  Editors, — My  attention  has  been  called 
by  the  editorial  remarks  in  your  last  week’s

:r2d  Canon,  on  the  subject  of  Episcopal  Resigna¬ 
tions.  I  was,  at  first,  of  the  same  opinion  with  you, 
that  the  second  section  of  that  Canon  requires  an 
absolute  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  parishes  in 
union  with  the  Convention,  to  make  the  resigna¬ 
tion  valid  by  the  act  of  the  diocesan  Convention. 
Airther  examination  has  altered  my  conviction  en¬ 
tirely.  I  am  now  persuaded  that  the  design  of  the

tlie  said  Convention,  and  entitled  to  a  vote,  and  at 
that  time  repre.sented,  each  parish  having  one 
vote  by  its  delegate  or  delegates,  shall  consent,” 
&o.  The  qualifications  in  the  two  clauses,  seem 
tome  to  be  entirely  analagous.  It  may  be  made 
more  perfectly  clear,  by  a  slight  change  in  the 
position  of  the  expressions,  viz : — “  two-thirds  of 
the  parishes,  at  that  time  represented,  in  union 
with  the  said  Convention  and  entitled  to  a  vote !” 
The  consent  of  “  two-thirds  of  the  Clergy,”  is  first 
required  to  the  acceptance  of  the  resignation  propose 
••d,  under  two  distinct  qualifications,  that  no  clergy¬ 
man  shall  be  counted,  who  is  not  frst,  “pre8ent,”and 
secondly  “entitled  to  vote  in  the  election  of  a  bishop. 
Then  the  consent  of  “two-thirds  of  the  pari.shes 
must  be  obtained,  in  concurrence  with  the  vote  of 
the  clergy,  vmder  the /our  distinct  qualification-s, 
that  each  parish  to  be  so  counted,  shall  be  first, 
“  in  union  with  the  said  Convention,” — secondly, 
‘•entitled  to  a  vote,” — thirdly,  “at  that  time  rep¬ 
resented,”  and  fourthly,  “  having  one  vote  by  its 
delegate  or  delegates.”  No  parish  shall  be  count¬ 
ed  in  the  division  which  has  not  all  these  qualifi¬ 
cations.  And  two-thirds  of  such  parishes  concur¬ 
ring  with  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  clergy, 
makes  an  acceptance  of  the  resignation  by  the 
diocesan  Convention  valid.  For  illustration  of 
these  particulars ; — suppose  sixty-five  clergymen 
to  be  present,— of  whom  five  are  not  entitled 
to  vote  in  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  (which  cannot 
he  the  fact  in  this  diocese,  for  all  who  are  entitled 
to  vote,  may  vote  equally  upon  ell  questions,) 
then  the  consent  of  forty,  is  two-thirds  of  that 
fody.  Suppose  sixty-five  parishes  to  be  repre¬ 
sented, — of  which  it  is  proved  that  two  are  not  in 
union  with  the  Convention,  (of  which  class  there 
are  many  in  this  diocese,)  and  three  are  not  enti¬ 
tled  to  a  vote,  (having,  for  instance,  been  admitted 
•nto  union  with  the  Convention  at  that  same  ses¬ 
sion,)  then  of  the  remainder,  each  parish  is  enti¬ 
tled  to  one  vote,  and  sixty  lay-votes  have  to  be 
counted, — of  which  forty  are  two-thirds, — and  the 
consent  of  forty  parishes  to  the  proposed  resigna¬ 
tion,  together  with  the  previous  consent  of  forty 
^  tY\e  clergy,  consummates  the  action  of  this 
onvention  m  the  premises,  and  makes  the  act  of 
on  valid, f„  ..  concerned, 

■rae  qualifications  m  this  case,  in  each  branch  ol 
the  reqiiffiition,  are  analagous,  and  i„  each  branch, 
all  that  could  be  required. 

This,  I  consider,  the  meaning  of  the  Canon.  1 
suppose  the  other  interpretation  to  have  arisen 
from  the  omission,  in  some  copies,  of  the  comma 
after  the  word  “parishes,”  standing  before  the 
words  “in  union  with  the  said  Convention,” 
which  is  evidently  a  tyjiographical  error.  I  have 
no  doubt  this  Interpretation  will  be  the  legal, 
authorized  and  received  one  of  our  Convention.

exaggerated  views  of  the  efficacy  of  the  Sacra¬ 
ments:  unscriptiiral  statements  respecting  the 
presence  of  Christ  in  the  Lord’s  Supper,  and  the 
description  of  this  festival  as  a  sacrifice  instead 
of  a  commemoration  of  that  sacrifice  which 
was  offered  by  the  Redeemer  once  for  all ;  the 
doctrine  of  sacerdotal  absolution,  as  a  power  dele¬ 
gated  to  the  ministry;  the  joining  together  of 
Scripture  and  Tradition,  as  co-ordinate  authorities 
in  matters  of  faith ;  a  disposition  to  under-value 
the  privileges  of  tlie  glorious  Reformation,  and  to 
depreciate  even  those  English  Reformers  whose 
claims  to  our  gratitude  are  written  in  their  blood  ; 
the  merging  of  the  individuality  of  each  man,  as 
a  subject  of  the  Holy  Spirit’s  influences,  in  the 
Church  collectively ;  and,  chiefest  and  most  per¬ 
nicious  of  all,  confused  views  of  the  fundamental 
doctrine  of  justification, — making  it  to  depend, 
not  wholly  upon  that  extrinsic  righteousness  j 
which  flows  to  us  from  the  merits  of  Christ  with¬ 
out,  but  in  part  upon  an  inherent  righteousness, 
existing  within. 

My  brethren,  it  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  keep 
118  from  the  lea.st  taint  of  these  views,  to  know 
that  they  are  utterly  at  variance  with  the  doc¬ 
trines  of  our  own  formularies.  But  in  another 
view  they  assume  an  equally  grave  importance : 

— for  it  will  not  be  difficult  to  shew,  that,  should 
such  sentirneiits  ever  pervade  th«  preaching  of 
our  Clergy  generally,  our  Church  would  be  reduc¬ 
ed,  under  their  influence,  to  the  condition  of  an 
inert  carcass,  destitute  of  the  life  and  power  of 
the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  If,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  congregations  of  baptized  persons  should 
be  addressed  as  those  who,  in  baptism,  have  with¬ 
out  distinction  had  spiritual  life  imparted  to  them, 
instead  of  the  momentous  fact  being  recognized, 
that  large  numbers,  notwithstanding  their  bap¬ 
tism,  are  still  dead  in  trespasses  and  sins, — it 
must  be  seen  at  once  that  the  effect  of  such  teach¬ 
ing  would  be,  to  turn  men’s  thoughts  away  from 
the  scriptural  doctrine  of  the  necessity  of  conver¬ 
sion,  and  to  lull  them  into  an  entire  spiritual 
slumber.  If,  again,  there  is  a  tendency  to  the 
exaltation  of  the  Holy  Communion  above  its  prop¬ 
er  position,  as  a  commemorative  institution,  and  a 
means  of  grace  to  the  faithful  recipient,  and  to 
present  it  in  the  awful  inysterionsne-ss  in  which  it 
was  enveloped  in  an  age  of  darkness,  it  is  plain 
that  the  result  of  this  will  be,  not  to  increase  the 
penitence  and  love  of  our  congregations,  but  to 
foster  superstition.  If,  further,  the  ministry  es¬ 
tablished  by  Christ,  instead  of  being  represented 
as  ambassadors  to  proclaim  the  mercies  of  God  in 
his  dear  Son,  should  hold  themselves  up  as  an 
order  of  persons,  through  whom,  as  channels,  re¬ 
mission  is  conveyed,  the  manifest  effect  of  this 
must  be,  to  place  a  human  being  between  the 
eyes  of  the  people  and  the  I,ord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ ;  and  to  make  the  forgiveness  of  sins, 
instead  of  being  a  transaction  between  a  man’s 
own  soul  and  God  alone,  a  matter  of  ministerial 
intervention.  If,  again,  a  pretended  oral  teaching 
of  the  apostles,  handed  down  from  father  to  son, 
through  the  course  of  eighteen  centuries,  is  to  be 
held  forth  to  the  people  os  filling  up  that  wherein  the 
Scriptures  arc  deficient,  and  as  having  the  same 
claims  to  deference  which  are  possessed  by  God’s 
own  written  and  authentic  revelation  of  his  will 
to  man,  it  is  obvious  that  the  precious  Bible  will 
no  longer  be  the  book  of  liooks  in  common  esteem  ; 
and  the  authority  of  the  word  of  God  will  be  ren¬ 
dered  of  none  effect  by  the  traditions  of  men.  If, 
further,  the  Reformation  should  be  spoken  of  with 
qualified  gratitude,  there  must,  of  nece.ssity,  be 
engendered  a  proportionate  regret  for  the  loss  of 
that  condition,  from  which  this  event  procured 
our  emancipation.  If,  yet  again,  the  idea  should 
be  conveyed,  that  the  position  of  man  as  an  in 


conducted  by  the  Rev.  Thomaa  H.  Vail,  of  West¬ 
erly,  and  Bishop  Henshaw  preached  to  a  large  and 
very  attentive  audience  cm  the  Nature  oiSi  Im¬ 
portance  of  Evangelical  Repentance.

The  momii^  service  was  conduct¬ 
ed  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Ccxik,  of  Bristol,  and 
Hathaway,  of  Warren  ;  and  the  convention  sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Silas  A.  Crane,  of 
East  Greenwich.  The  holy  communion  was  admin¬ 
istered  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Hathaway  and  Cook.  At  about  1  o’clock  the  Con¬ 
vention  was  opened,  the  Bishop  being  in  the  chair. 
The  clergy  were  called,  and  the  testimonials  of 
lay-delegates  were  referred  to  the  usual  com¬ 
mittee,  when  the  Convention  adjourned  to  the 
afternoon. — Ih.

Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Michigan, 
from  which  we  make  the  following  extracts : 

St.  Paul’s  Church,  Flint,

This  being  the  time  and  place  for  the  meeting 
of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Michigan, 
the  Rt  Rev.  Samuel  A.  McCoexRY,  D.  D.,  with 
several  of  the  clergy  and  lay -delegates,  assembled 
in  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Flint,  at  10  o’clock,  M.

The  Secretary  of  the  previous  Conven¬ 
tion,  having  received  from  the  Bishop  the  list  of 
the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention, 
proceedetl  to  read  the  same,  when  the  following 
clergymen  answered  to  their  names:

Resolved,  That  the  money  collected  by  the 
agent  or  agents  appointed  as  above,  be  paid  to  the 
respective  Treasurers  of  the  Diocesan  Miasiooary 
Society,  and  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  in  such  pro¬ 
portions,  having  reference  to  the  state  of  the  sev¬ 
eral  claims,  as  the  Bishim  may  direct 

Resolved,  That  the  Invention  feel  devoutly 
grateful  to  God  for  his  Providential  care  over  this 
Diocew  during  the  past  ecclesiastical  year ;  and 
especially,  that  amidst  the  trials  to  which  our  be¬ 
loved  Church  has  been  subject  this  Diocese  has 
remained  at  entire  peace  within  itself,  that  an 
affectionate  union  has  characterized  the  labors  of 
Ae  clergy ;  and  that  a  general  state  of  prosperity 
is  visible  in  all  the  pari^es. 

The  following  paragraph  is  from  the  Bishop’s 
address,  and  gives  a  pleasant  view  of  the  position 
of  the  Diocese : 

As  I  have  already  remarked,  the  condition  of 
the  Diocese  is  such  as  to  cheer  and  comfort  us. 
We  have  passed  through  several  years  of  un¬ 
paralleled  pecuniary  eml^rrassment  aud  have  had 
to  contend  against  a  combined  effort  to  destroy 
the  Church.  But  God  ha.s  blessed  us,  and  our  in- 
cre^  has  been  steady,  the  result  of  no  temporary 
excitements,  but  only  the  effect  of  a  faithful  ex¬ 
hibition  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  in  connexion 
with  the  distinctive  principle.s  of  his  Church. 
Since  my  connexion  with  the  Diocese,  I  have 
ordained  eight  Deacons  and  eight  Priests.  If  we 
could  have  received  a  large  amount  of  Missionary 
aid,  the  number  of  the  clergy  might  have  teen  at 
least  one-third  more  than  at  present.  Still  I  feel 
thankful  for  what  has  been  done,  and  I  tnist  we 
will  endeavor  to  repiay  what  we  have  received. 
During  the  same  period,  thirteen  neat  Church  i 
edifices  have  teen  erected  or  purchased,  and  seve¬ 
ral  are  about  being  built.  Nearly  of  all  those  al-  , 
ready  built  are  free  from  debt,  with  the  exception  | 
of  the  aid  furnished  by  the  Missionary  committee  ' 
of  the  Diocese.  We  have  indeed  teen  blessed  of 
the  liord :  and  our  hearty  thanks  are  justly  due 
to  him  for  the  measure  of  health  and  strength 
enjoyed  by  the  clerical  portion  of  the  Convention 
duilng  the  past  year.  With  a  few  exceptions  all 
have  been  able  to  devote  their  whole  time  to  the 
service  of  the  Saviour,  in  proclaiming  his  Gospel, 
and  in  endeavoring  to  extend  and  strengthen  his 
Church.  And  that  their  labors  have  not  teen  in 
vain,  it  has  teen  my  great  happiness  and  pleasure 
to  witness.  And  I  record  the  fact  with  the  more 
pleasure  at  a  time  like  the  present,  when  the  most 
untiring  and  combined  efforts  have  teen  made  to 
weaken,  and,  if  possible,  destroy  the  peace  and 
prosperity  of  the  Church  of  Christ  The  pressure 
without  has  only  tended  to  give  greater  compact¬ 
ness  to  the  body  within,  and  by  the  aid  of  the 
Great  Head,  we  have  been  enabled  to  move  for¬ 
ward,  exhibiting  her  beauties  and  excellencies, 
and  her  adaptedness  to  the  wants  of  her  children, 
and  also  the  inducements  she  presents  for  those 
who  have  wandered  far  away  from  her  fold,  to  re¬ 
turn  and  partake  of  her  steady  and  never-failing 
comforts.  We  bless  God  for  these  results.  Next 
to  this  we  owe  it  to  the  prudence,  zeal,  patience

the  consequence  of  this  would  plainly  be,  to  de¬ 
stroy  his  responsibility;  to  quench  his  desires 
after  private  communion  with  God ;  and  to  reduce 
to  a  nullity  that  personal  union  with  Christ,  by  a 
true  repentance  and  a  living  faith,  which  is  the 
very  essence  of  religion.  And  then,  lastly,  should 
the  Clergy  fail  to  teach  clear  from  the  pulpit,  that 
man’s  justification  takes  place  only  through  the 
righteousness  of  Christ,  counted  to  him  on  the  ex¬ 
ercise  of  fiiith, — and  that  our  inward  righteous¬ 
ness  is  nothing  moie  than  the  fruits  of  this  faith, 
produced  by  the  sanctifying  spirit  of  God, — it  is 
evident  that  the  people  would  te  furnished  with 
another  gospel  than  that  of  the  Scriptures ;  and 
would  te  taught  to  build  their  hopes  not  upon  a 
rock,  but  on  the  sand.  In  a  word, — I  cannot  but 
view  this  system  as  tending  to  change  our  ground 
of  acceptance:  to  make  the  necessity  of  sacra¬ 
ments  greater  than  the  necessity  for  the  preaching 
Christ  crucified :  to  put  divine  authority  aside  for 
human  :  to  make  the  Church  more  prominent  than 
Christ,  who  is  the  light  of  the  Church  :  to  magnify 
ordinances  unduly :  to  make  us  yearn  after  a  sup¬ 
posed  better  state  of  things,  than  the  martyrs  of 
the  Church  of  England  have  left  us  as  our  inherit¬ 
ance  :  and  to  place  in  the  room  of  a  living  and 
experimental  religion  of  the  heart,  a  system  of 
formal  observances. 

Of  the  very  general  prevalence,  in  our  Church, 
of  tenets,  so  foreign  from  the  evangelical  spirit,  and 
the  moderate  tone,  of  our  Prayer  Book,  I  cannot 
feel  any  serious  apprehension.  Between  the  errors  of 
Popery  on  the  one  side,  and  of  tiiose  systemi 
around  us,  on  the  other,  which  confe;<8edly  attach 
too  little  importance  to  the  Sacraments,  as  seals 
and  pledges  of  conveiianted  spiritual  blessings, — 
and  which  deny  its  proper  value  to  primitive 
antiquity,  as  a  witness  to  fiicts,— our  standards 
present  a  middle  way,  so  excellent,  and  so  clearly 
ehn^,  that  it  must,  one  would  hope,  commend 
^  those  who  minister  at 

a  rs.  There  is  one  class  of  our  Clergy, 
to  whom  the  voice  of  affec- 
tionate  wution  and  admonitfen  seems  to  be  strong- 
ly  needed  ;  those  namely,  who  have  receivexl  ordi¬ 
nation  in  our  own  Church,  after  having  previously 
teen  in  the  ministry  of  other  religious  bodiei 
1  nese  persons,  dissatisfied  with  certain  deficien¬ 
cies  in  the  system  to  which  they  once  belonged, 
—having  sought  a  refuge  from  these  within  the 
pale  of  our  own  communion, — and  yet  not  hav¬ 
ing  had  sufficient  time  and  experience  to  under¬ 
stand  her  true  character, — have  a  very  natural

With  his  arms  across 
his  breast,  and  the  tears  of  penitential  sorrow 
rolling  down  his  manly  countenance,  he  cried 
out,  ‘  O  God,  who  made  our  souls,  have 
mercy,  and  pardon  the  miserable  and  damned 
crew  on  this  deck.’

interesting  account  of  the  success  attending 
the  Society’s  labors  in  all  parts  of  the  world. 
Among  the  speakers  were  the  Marquis  of 
Cholmondely,  the  Earl  of  Chichester,  the 
Bishops  of  Cashel  and  Worcester,  and  the 
Archdeacon  of  Winchester.  The  concluding 
part  of  the  speech  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of 
Cashel  (Dr.  Daly)  w'ill  be  read  with  great  in¬ 
terest  : 

“  But,  My  Lord,  I  will  confess  that  there 
are  circumstances  in  the  times,  that  lead  me 
to  be  particularly  anxious  to  raise  my  voice  in 
favor  of  the  principle  of  the  British  and  For¬ 
eign  Bible  Society.  That  principle,  is  the 
principle  of  Protestantbm.  Yes,  I  advocate. 
My  Lord,  the  Bible  Society,  now,  in  the  new, 
station  in  which  Providence  has  placed  me  as 
a  Protestant  Bishop  of  the  Church ;  and  I  do 
so  in  consistency  with  her  principles  and  her 
Articles.  I  only  repeat  practically,  what 
every  orthodox  Dissenter  joins  with  us  in 
believing,  “  Holy  Scripture  containeth  all 
things  necessary  to  salvation ;  so  that  what¬ 
ever  is  not  found  therein  is  not  to  be  required 
of  any  man,  that  it  should  be  received  as  an 
article  of  faith.’  This,  My  Lord,  is  our  common 
Protestantism ;  and  therefore  it  well  becomes 
us  to  think  of  it,  when  we  are  standing  on  the 
common  ground  of  a  Society  that  circulates 
the  j^Bible,  and  the  Bible  alone.  I  have. 
My  Lord,  often  been  happy  to  advo¬ 
cate  the  principles  of  the  Bible  Society  in 
Ireland,  in  opposition  to  the  doctrines  of  that 
Church  which  is  doing  so  much  evil  in  Ire-  i 
land  ;  contending  against  the  sentiment  of  the 
Council  of  Trent,  that  calls  in  tradition,  as  no 
less  to  be  received  with  respect  and  regard 
than  the  written  word  of  God.  And  I  have 
found  it  a  happy,  happy  occasion  for  holding 
forth  that  standard  of  divine  truth,  God’s 
written  word, — that  only  infallible  standard  of 
appeal,  as  it  has  been  well  called  in  the  Re¬ 
port.  I  have  found  advocating  the  Bible  So¬ 
ciety  an  excellent  opportunity  for  asserting 
that  great  principle.  But,  My  Lord,  I  did 
not  expect  that  it  could  ever  become  neces¬ 
sary, — however  it  might  be  in  Ireland,  where 
we  had  Popery  at  our  back, — that  in  England 
it  could  ever  become  so  peculiarly  incum¬ 
bent  on  us  to  hoist  the  same  standard,  and  to 
proclaim  to  the  whole  country  around,  that 
‘  the  Bible,  and  the  Bible  alone,  is  the  reli¬ 
gion  of  Protestants.’  One  reason,  then,  that 
1  love  the  Bible  Society,  is,  that  I  am  not 
ashamed  of  my  Protestantism  in  these  times. 

I  join  not  with  those,  who  would  bring  our 
Church  and  our  country  to  be  less  Protesrtant 
than  it  is.  I  confess  myself  to  be  one  of 
those,  that  would  wish  to  see  our  country — 
to  see  our  Church — to  see  our  laity — acting 
upon  the  principles  of  our  Reformation,  and 
showing  forth  the  real  spirit  of  that  Bible 
which  we  are  here  called  upon  to  circulate. 

“  These  are  the  motiv^  which  have  made 
me  feel  it  my  bounden  duty,  when  asked  to 
come  forward  on  this  platform,  not  to  refuse 
the  task ;  but  to  bear  my  testimony,  humble 
as  it  is,  to  the  excellency  of  the  Society’s 
character,  to  the  obligations  I  feel  for  benefits 
conferred,  and  to  the  peculiar  adaptation  of 
the  principle  of  the  Bible  Society  to  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  the  present  times.  May  the 
Lord  abundantly  bless  the  Society  :  may  He 
give  to  those  who  are  concerned  in  carrying  it 
on,  more  zeal,  more  wisdom  even  than  they 
have  had  :  and  may  it  spread  and  increase  an 
hundred-fold,  until  God’s  word  has  indeed 
free  course  and  is  glorified,  and  we  are

RESTORATION  OF  THE 
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KINGDOM  OF 


About  the  middle  of  July,  Lord  George 
Paulet  made  a  visit  to  Hilo,  in  the  Carysfort. 
He  went  directly  to  the  prisons,  and,  in  con¬ 
tempt  of  the  remonstrances  of  judges,  war¬ 
dens,  sheriffs  and  others,  turned  loose  a  com¬ 
pany  of  infamous  men  and  women,  to  spread 
pollution  through  the  community.  “  The 
wicked  rejoiced  but  the  righteous  mourned, 
and  wept,  and  prayed.”  While  at  this  place 
however,  an  express  arrived  with  despatches, 
ordering  him  to  return  to  Oahu.  He  put  to 
sea  the  next  day,  but  was  driven  back  by  a 
storm ;  in  consequence  of  an  imprudent  at¬ 
tempt  to  water  in  rough  w^eather,  two  of  his 
boats  were  capsized  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Wailuku,  (River  of  Destruction,)  and  two  of 
his  men  were  drowned.  “Our  waters,” 
says  Mr.  Coan,  “  which  are  usually  quiet, 
were  almost  unprecedentedly  agitated  during 
his  stay ;  the  elements  of  nature  seemed  to

“  As  I  am  not  in  the  habit  of  public  speak¬ 
ing,  I  cannot  hope  to  say  anything  either 
entertaining  or  instructive  to  this  assembly. 
Were  it  otherwise,  I  am  not  sufficiently  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  different  steps,  by  which 
the  almost  miraculous  advance  towards  civili¬ 
zation  and  Christianity  has  so  triumphantly 
swept  over  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  to  enable 
me  to  do  any  thing  like  justice  to  the  subject. 
Nevertheless,  I  cannot  resist  the  call  to  say 
something  on  this  very  interesting  occasion. 

I  feel  bound  here,  in  the  presence  of  this 
assembly,  and  under  that  Omniscient  eye 
which  penetrates  the  deepest  and  darkest  re¬ 
cesses  of  man’s  heart,  thus  publicly  to  declare 
— what  I  have  often  expressed  at  home  and 
abroad — my  cordial  approbation  of  the  means 
employed  for  converting  the  heathen,  and  my 
unfeigned  gratitude  to  God  for|  the  success 
which  has  attended  those  means. 

It  is  not  impossible,  that  within  the  sound 
of  my  voice  there  may  be  one  or  more  of  the 
natives  who  witnessed  the  approach  of  the 
first  ship  which  brought  the  white  man  to 
Hawaii.  Doubtless,  the  fathers  and  mothers 
of  many,  now  in  the  range  of  my  eyes,  were 
present,  and  welcomed  to  these  hospitable 
shores  the  bold  navigators  who  first  assigned 
to  Owyhee  a  place  on  the  map  of  the  world. 
At  that  time,  and  even  for  more  than  a  third  of  a 
century  afterwards,  Hawaiians  were  without  a 
knowledge  o^ie  only  living  and  true  God, 
and  without  s^Titten  language.  Gods  you 
had — idols  you  worshipped,  doubtless  with 
sincerity.  But  your  idols  and  your  Gods 
were  made  by  your  owm  hands,  of  wood  and 
stone.  They  had  eyes,  but  they  saw  not — 
ears  had  they,  but  they  heard  not — they  had 
feet,  but  they  could  not  walk — ^they  had 
mouths,  but  they  spake  not.  Your  gods 
were  created  by  your  own  hands,  and  could 
not  be  or  move  without  your  will  and  con¬ 
sent.  Such  was  the  state  of  blindness  in 
which  the  w'hite  man  found  you  ;  and  al¬ 
though  your  islands  were  often  visited  and 
much  frequented  by  the  white  man’s  ships 
for  trade  and  commerce,  prior  to  the  year 
1S20,  it  was  not  till  that  year  that  they 
brought  to  your  shores  the  Book  of  Life  in 
the  hands  of  the  first  missionaries. 

Look  at  your  present  condition,  and  com¬ 
pare  it  with  what  it  was  then.  Your  man¬ 
made  gods  had  vanished,  and  given  place  to 
the  true  and  living  God.  A  w’ritten  lan¬ 
guage  has  been  formed  out  of  your  own 
words,  by  which  you  are  enabled  to  record 
ideas,  and  to  communicate  with  your  friends, 

I  however  distant;  and  the  Word  of  the  true 
'  God  is  now  supplied  in  books  printed  by  your¬ 
selves,  that  you  all  may  read  and  understand. 

'  I  have  not  time  to  enumerate  the  wonderful 
blessings,  of  a  temporal  nature  even,  which 
you  already  enjoy,  under  the  benign  influ¬ 
ence  of  Christianity,  brought  and  spread 
I  among  you  by  the  missionaries  of  the  cross.” 

I  APOSTOLICAL  SUCCESSION. 

I  There  is  no  doctrine  of  the  Church,  per- 
j  haps,  which  is  more  reviled  than  this,  and 
!  none  which  is  more  poorly  apprehended.  It 
I  must  be  confessed  that  the  Traclarian  view 
!  of  this  succession,  which  represents  it  as  a 
!  mystic  chain,  along  which  the  Holy  Ghost 
j  and  ministerial  gifts  and  graces  are  conveyed, 

■  and  the  breaking  of  w'hich  would,  by  neces- 
!  sary  consequence,  interrupt  the  flowings  of 
!  God’s  mercy,  and  leave  the  world  to  perish 
,  in  its  sins,  is  highly  objectionable  and  dan- 
j  gerous.  But  that  view'  which  represents  it  as 
I  the  channel  through  which  is  conveyed  sim- 
:  ply  the  lawful  authority  to  preach  the  gospel, 
administer  the  sacraments,  and  to  do  all  other 
things  which  belong  to  the  ministerial  func¬ 
tions,  is,  in  our  judgment,  settled  upon  the 
best  evidence,  and  is  incapable  to  overthrow. 
This  evidence  has,  at  different  times,  forced 
itself  upon  the  attention  of  distinguished  mem¬ 
bers  of  other  communions,  and  has  wrung 
from  them  very  convincing  arguments  in  fa¬ 
vor  of  the  Episcopal  view.  A  quotation  in 
I  point  w'as  furnished  for  our  journal  last  year 
from  the  writings  of  the  distinguished  Con- 
j  gregational  divine.  Dr.  Hopkins.  And  we 
have  now  before  us  a  short  and  comprehen¬ 
sive  argument  on  the  same  subject,  from  the 
pen  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lathrop,  another  eminent 
Congregational  theologian,  taken  from  the 
Appendix  of  “  Christ’s  Warning  to  the 
Churches,”  lately  published  in  New  York. 
He  says, — 

“A  ministry  in  the  Church  is  undeniably 
instituted  by  Christ ;  introduction  to  the  min» 
istry  in  the  apostolic  age,  was  by  prayer  and 
imposition  of  hands  of  elders.  The  usage 
was  invariably  and  without  a  single  deviation 
continued  as  long  as  the  sacred  history  affords 
any  light ;  the  directions  concerning  ordina¬ 
tions  are  given  to  bishops  or  elders,  and  to 
them  only  ;  no  provision  is  made  for  cases  of 
necessity,  or  for  the  renewal  of  the  ministry 
if  it  should  happen  to  cease  ;  we  have  an  ex¬ 
press  promise  from  Christ,  that  he  will  sup¬ 
port  his  church,  and  be  with  his  ministers 
always  even  to  the  end  of  the  world.  When  we 
compare  this  promise  with  the  institution  of  the 
ministry,  and  the  mode  of  introduction,  which 
I  immediately  followed,  we  think  h  can  import 
no  less,  than  that  a  regular  ministry  should 


Ramsgate,  and  various  porta  in  Cornwall,  in 
Swansea,  Haverfordwest,  and  some  minor 
ports  in  Wales,  the  general  aspect  of  the  work 
was  truly  encouraging.  In  Ireland,  as  in 
many  parts  of  England,  justice  had  not  been 
done  to  the  sailor ;  but  Ireland  was  now  be¬ 
coming  alive  to  his  claims.  In  referring* to  the 
Continental  operations,  it  stated  that  the  Rev. 
£.  E.  Adams,  had  been  under  the  necessity 
of  quitting  Cronstadst,  and  had  since  been  ap¬ 
pointed  Seaman’s  Chaplain  in  the  port  of 
Havre  de  Grace,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
American  Seamen’s  Friend  Society.  In 
Cronstadt,  Hamburgh,  Memel,  Bremerhaven, 
and  Amsterdam,  operations  had  been  carried 
on  with  spirit  and  energy.  Foreign  stations 
next  come  under  review.  From  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope  and  Australia,  no  intelligence 
had  been  received.  The  Rev.  T.  Atkinson, 
of  QpUebec,  reported  that  they  were  prepared 
to  adopt  the  most  vigorous  measures  on  be¬ 
half  of  seamen.  The  Rev.  J.  C.  Galloway 
had  taken  out  a  Bethel-flag  to  St.  John’s,  New 
Brunswick.  The  American  Seamen’s  Friend 
Society,  whose  efforts  were  chiefly  devoted 
to  distant  and  foreign  shores,  were  doing  a 
great  w'ork.  It  then  referred  to  retrench¬ 
ments  which  it  had  been  found  necessary  to 
make  in  order  to  relieve  the  Society  from  the 
pressure  of  the  debt  with  which  it  w’as  burden¬ 
ed.  The  Rev.  R.  Ferguson  had  resigned 
his  office  as  Secretary,  and  was  succeeded  by 
the  Rev.  J.  C.  Hyatt. 

George  Young,  Esq.,  then  presented  the 
Treasurer’s  accounts,  from  which  it  appeared 
that  the  total  receipts  of  the  Society,  during 
the  past  year,  amounted  to  i^l,971  4s. ;  that 
there  was  a  balance  in  hand  of  i^27  12s.  5d.; 
but  that  the  Society  was  under  engagements 
to  the  amount  of  about  £800.

BRITISH  AND  FOREIGN  SAILOR’S  SOCIETY. 

The  Eleventh  Annual  meeting  of  the  above 
Institution  was  held  at  Crosby  Hall,  Bishops- 
gate-street,  on  Monday  evening,  the  6th  inst. 
This  chaste  and  classical  building  was  crowd¬ 
ed  by  a  highly  respectable  auditory.  D.  W. 
Wire,  Esq.,  having  taken  the  chair,  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  opened  by  the  Rev.  S.  Davis, 
who  engaged  in  prayer. 

Mr.  Hooper  then  read  the  Report.  It  stat¬ 
ed,  that  the  operations  of  the  Society  were 
carried  on,  first  and  chiefly,  in  the  port  of 
London,  through  the  instrumentality  of  two 
missionaries  and  four  stipendary  agents. 
There  were  fifteen  provincial  agencies  in 
England,  Wales,  and  Ireland;  four  Continen¬ 
tal  and  two  foreign  stations.  The  Report  of 
the  Thames  missionaries  stated  that  there 
never  had  been  a  year  in  the  history  of  Bethel 
meetings  productive  of  a  greater  amount  of 
moral  and  religious  good.  The  Thames 
agents  had  been  engaged  in  labours  more 
abundant,  and  their  ^records  were  full  of  in¬ 
terest  and  encouragement.  There  were  now 
about  500  Bethel  captains  and  about  12,000 
Christian  sailors,  their  numbers  daily  multi¬ 
plying.  In  the  sphere  of  action  amongst  the 
Scotch  and  Welsh  vessels,  agents  were  great¬ 
ly  encouraged.  The  superintendant  of  the 
Thames  agency  gave  the  following  summary 
of  what  had  been  done : — Bethel  services  held 
during  the  year,  625 ;  aggregate  of  seamen 
present,  10,7-48;  services  on  shore,  243; 
tracts  distributed,  23,845 ;  libraries  supplied 
to  ships,  twenty-two  ;  Bethel-flags  sold  or 
granted,  eighteen.  The  directors  had  quitted 
the  premises  formerly  held  by  them,  at  heavy 
annual  rent,  at  Bell  wharf.  Under  the  head
